15 REAL PEACHES GROW 
ON A GOOSEBERRY BUSH 


University Horticulturalists Ex- 
press Doubt but Missouri 
Woman Has Evidence. 


HIGGINSVILLE, Mo., May 19.—Fifteen 
hard little peaches—undeniably genuine, 
despite the rult of horticulture ex- 
perts at the University of Missouri that 
they could not grow there—are growing 
on a gooseberry bush in Mrs. J. <. 
Scherlinger’s yard in this town. 

The gooseberry bush grows near 2 
peach tree and six weeks ago a scatter- 
ing of pink blossoms appeared among 
the gooseberry blooms. Mrs Scherlinger 
sent a spray to the Stcts University and 
was informed that the bush was an En- 
glish variety of gooseberry that some- 
times bears pink blossomc, but she was 
not -convinced. 

Finally the blooms disappeared and the 
fruit began to devélop. Now, as exhibit 
A, she has 15 unmistakable peaches 
growing side by side with ‘ie berries.

FROM JUNGLE AND 
FEELING BETTER 


Ship Reaches New York Harbor 
Where Family Meets Him 
in Tugboat. 


BIG RECEPTION AVOIDED 


Colonel Leaves Steamer at 


Quarantine and Is Rushed 
to His Home. 


NEW YORK, May 19.—The steamship 
Aidan, bearing Theodore Roosevelt from 
Brazil, .came into Lower New York 
Harbor this afternoon after a voyage 
lasting 12 days. 

About the time the vessel reached 
Sandy Hook a‘tug left the city carry- 
ing Mrs. Roosevelt and other members 
of the family to meet the Colonel at 
quarantine. He had been away from 
home more than seven months. 

Because of Roosevelt’s illness, result- 
ing from the privations he underwent 
in the Brazilian wilds, there was no 
ceremony at his home-coming. In this 
respect his arrival differed vastly from 
the occasion of his return from Africa. 
Then a great demonstration awaited 
him. The state of his health, now, 
however, influenced both him and the 
family to insist on quiet and plans were 
made whereby Roosevelt was to go di- 
rectly to Oyster Bay by tug after leav- 
ing the ship at quarantine. 

Health Is Better.

MORGAN HUMILIATED 
MELLEN FOR ASK 
ABOUT $11,000,00 


Road’s Former President Testifies He 
“Barked His Shins” Trying to Get 
Report on Westchester Deal. 


By Associated Press. 


Mellen told in detail of his relations 
and his differences with Morgan. He 
also went fully into the acquisition of 
the New York, Westchester & Boston 
road by the New Haven. This brought 
out further references to the part taken 
by the late Police Inspector Thomas F. 
Byrnes of New York, who, Mellen tes- 


I tified, operated “‘through the people on 


Fourteenth street, where, you know, 


Tammany Hall is located.” 


Sa He Feared Morgan. 
Mellen. when questioned about differ- 


ences with Morgan regarding the West- 
chester deal, detailed a conversation 
with the late financier which he said 
had greatly “humiliated” him At first 
he hesitated to relate the conversation 
because Morgan was dead, but when 
pressed for an answer he said that Mor- 
gan had asked him if he thought he 
knew more about how a report on the 
Westchester deal ought to have been 
drawn than he (Morgan) did. 

“Were you afraid of Mr. Morgan?’ 
Folk asked. . 

“You might call it cowardice,” Mellen 
answered. ‘I held Mr. Morgan in more 
awe than any other man I ever knew.”’ 

Mellen answered the rapid fire of 
questions with readiness. and seeming 
composure and frequently evoked laugh- 
ter by some sally. He was still under 
examination when the noon recess was 
taken. 

While the hearing was in progress, 
President Wilson and the Cabinet were 
in conference in the regular session. It 
was reported that Attorney-General Mc- 
Reynolds had brought before the Cab- 
inet the subject of the New Haven in- 
quiry and the decision of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission to proceed with 
the examination of Mellen and other 
directors of the road, despite his letter 
to the commission stating that testimony 
taken now might grant immunity in any 
future action by the Government. 

The Attorney-General wou]d not dis- 
cuss the subject when he left the Cab- 
inet meeting.

Morgan Made Him President. 

Mellen was called to the stand about 
10:30 o’clock. In response to inquiries of 
Chief Counsel Folk, Mellen told how he 
had become president of the Northern 
Pacific. Morgan (J. Pierpont Morgan) 
was responsible for Mellen as president 
of the Northern*Pacific. 

“How long were you president of 
the Northern Pacific Railroad?’ was 
the first question Folk put to Mel- 
len. A. Six years. 

Q. How did you become president? 
A. I was asked by J. P. Morgan to 
become president.

GUARD URRUTIA 
FROM MEXICANS 


Huerta’s Former. Minister Ar- 
rested to Save ‘Him From Vera 
Cruz Mob, Then Freed. 


By Associated Press. 
VERA CRUZ, May 19.—Dr. Aureliano 


Urrut' ex-Minister of the Interior, who 
is he: , declared that he left the capital 
because he feared assassination and in 
the belief that a revolt would shortly 
occur in the City of Mexico. 

“I. would not be surprised to receive 
now at any minute news of an upris- 
ing against Huerta, whom the people| 
and the army. are tired of and of whom 


the people and the army are determined 
to rid themselves. I did not want to be 
in Mexico City when this occurred.” 

Twice arrested and hustled through 
the streets by American soldiers and 
hissed and threatened. by his country- 
men, Urrutia was forced to face yester- 
day some of the indigfiities to which he 
subjected others while he was: high in 
power at the capital. Hs expects to sail 
for Burope at the first opportunity. 

In spite of the sentiments of the crowd 
which stood before his hotel and shout- 
ed, “Let us witness that American jus- 
tice be done,” Gen. Funston has been 
asked to order Urrutia’s detention until 
such time as they have at Mexico City 
a hew government and a new judiciary 
before whom charges against the ex- 
Minister can be filed for alleged crimes 
perpetrated, as is generally claimed, 
while ho was Minister of the Ifterior. 

Americana here regret Funston’s re- 
versal of the order to Urrutia to leave 
Vera Cruz immediately, they knowing 
him to be a rabid anti-American, who 
while in office repeatedly insulted the 
American nation in official utterances. 

He was the author of the ultimatum 
giving the United States 2% hours with- 
in which to recognize Huerta’s Gov- 
ernment, under pain of having Charge 
d’Affaires O’Shaughnessy given his 
passports. This ultimatum was adopted 
at a night meeting of the Cabinet, and 
was not sent only because of the protes: 
of Frederico Gamboa, then Minister of 
Foreign Affairs. 

Antonio Rivero de la Torre, editor of 
El Dictamen, who was the leader of a 
demonstration against Urrutia, was ar- 
ested charged with disturbing the peace 
He has become a popular hero. 

‘“‘Assassin!' Coward!” De la Terre 
shrieked at Urrutta’s hotel window, re- 
iterating a charge that Urrutia had been 
responsible for the death of the editor s 
brother, who was a deputy in the Con- 
gress which Huerta dissolved last Oc- 
tober. Urrutia was challenged to come 
into the street and justify himself be- 
fore the crowd of Mexicans. 

The Urrutia incident has served to 
demonstrate in a striking manner the 
widespread anti-Huerta sentiment ‘n 
Vera Cruz. Most fugitives from . the 
capital are welcomed by the residents 
of Vera Cruz, but they found it diffi- 
cult to separate Urrutia from the Huer- 
ta regime, notwithstanding the public 
dropping of the man by the provisional 
President. ’ 

Urrutia is generally believed to have 
been implicated in the disappearance 
and death of Senator Belizario Domin- 
guez and Deputy Manuel Rojas. Do- 
minguez and Rojas, with other enemies 
of Huerta, were sent during the days of 
their early imprisonment to Urrutia’s 
sanitarium at Cayocan, on the outskirts 
of Mexico City. Ostensibly for medical 
treatment, these sojourns ended in death 
almost invariably. Dominguez went to 
the santarium soon after he made a 
speech attacking Huerta and it has since 
been charged that his body was cre- 
mated before he was dead.

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NEW YORK, May 19.—The defens0 
launched its case today at the trial of 
Charles Becker, former police lieuteu 
ant, charged with the murder of the 
gembler, Herman Rosenthal, and called 
as its first witness Jacob Reich, alias 
Jack Sullivan, “King of the Newsboys.

He told me his lawyer had ad- 
vised him to get on the band wagon 
and corroborate Rose. Then I went 
back to Rose and advised him to kill 
himself before he ‘framed up’ Becker. 
He laughed and said Vallon was with 
him and that they would all be aut 
of jail the next day.” 

Only last May after thie. first trial, 
the witness said, Webber expressed re- 
morse for his testimony against Beck- 
er and made an affidavit that Becker 
was innocent. This affidavit was read 
to the jury several days ago. 

Under District Attorney Whitman’s 
sharp questioning as to the witness’ re- 
lations with women, Sullivan lost his 
temper and almost shouted his replies. 
The Court rapped for order. 

“Aren’t you afraid of being prosecut- 
ed for perjury now?’’ the District Attor- 
ney asked. 

“No, I ain’t afraid of nothing,’’ Sul- 
livan said. “I’m as clean as you are. 
I could have been out of this case en- 
tirely if I had committed perjury for 
you.,”’ 

Rosenthal died in a gamblers’ war. 
at the hands of the four gunmen put t- 
death for the crime, according to the 
contention of Martin T. Manton, chief 
counsel for the defense, in his opening 
address. ' 

On the opening of court, the defense 
moved to dismiss the indictment against 
Becker on the ground of insufficient 
evidence. This motion was denied. 

Manton then began his opaning ad- 
dress. He said it was conceded that 
Rosenthal had been murdered and 
that four gunmen had murdered him. 
He intended to prove, however, that 
Jack Rose was Becker’s stool pigeon 
and that Rosenthal was murdered in 
a gamblers’. war, because Rose or 
some other person was afraid of 
Rosenthal. 

“Rose Acted for Himself.” 

Manton said it was probably true 
that Rose visited “Lefty Louie” and 
the other gunmen and urged them to 
kill Rosenthal, telling them Becker 
wanted them to do so. 

“But,” said Manton, “it doesn’t: fol- 
low that he told the truth to the 
gunmen. As a matter of fact, Rose 
was acting entirely upon his own in- 
itiative. I will show that Rose said, 
‘It’s my life or Becker’s anid I’m not 
going to commit suicide.’ 

“A reporter for a morning paper 
will testify that he called Becker 
from Times Square directly after the 
murder.” 

Manton announced that 30 witnesses 
would be called by the defense and tha: 
four of these would be entirely new 10 
the case. Whether Becker would take the 
stand, Manson said, had not been defi- 
nitely decided. The defense, he added, 
would not take more than three days 
to present its evidence and ® figuring 
from this ‘statement a verdict in the 
case should be expected on Monday. 

Becker’s Former Friend Called. 

In concluding his cuse, the District

Plitt Jr., former press agent and for- 


.mer friend of Becker and James Mar- 


shall, @ negro, who formerly obtained 
evidence against gamblers for Becker 
to furnish links in his chain of evidence 
of the alleged murder conspiracy. 

Plitt testified that Becker had ad- 
vance knowledge of the murder plot and 
even knew the exact time that it was 
to be committed. Marshall swore that 
Becker met and talked with Jack Rose 
at the alleged murder conference near- 
ly three weeks before the murder, and 
by means of an affidavit sworn to at 
the time fixed the exact date of this 
meeting. 

On cross-examination the defense used 
every means to break down Plitt’s testi- 
mony, beginning by reading to the jury 
a copy of the testimony before the 
grand jury that indicted Becker. In 
this record Pitt swore Becker was in- 
nocent and had been “framed’’ by Whit- 
man.

DENVER, Colo., May 19.—What effect 


Will the Colorado strike have on wofm- 
an suffrags? To what extent, if any, 
will the fact that women have had the 
voting privilege in Colorado for 21 years, 
be held in the country at large to put 
up to the women of Colorado part of the 
responsibility for the strike and its fatal 
consequences? 


On the first question the women are 
almost unanimous in the belief that the 
strike war and its results have strength- 
ened their power in Colorado politics. To 
the second, they answer that the laws 
of ‘Colorado are adequate, and with 
proper enforcement, there would have 
been no need of Federal soldiers to keep 
peace in the mining districts. 

While Colorado is the second oldest 
woman suffrage State, a large majority 
of the offices still are filled by meén. 
There arte two reasons for this condi- 
tion, as pointed out by the women. One 
is that the opposition to woman suftrage 
in the nation, as a whole, has helped to 
retard the activities of the women in 
Colorado. Another is that the men 
seem to be in the majority in this State 
when the time for voting comes. 

Mrs. Gertrude A. Lee, chairman of the 
State Democratic Committee; Mrs. Hel- 
en Ring Robirison, State Senator, and 
Mrs. Frances Lee, member of the House 
of Representatives, are among those 
who assert the men have been derelict 
in the enforcement of the ld ws.

Bar Association Committee 
Would Make Divorced Persons 


Wait One Year. 

A law against remarriage of divorced 
persons within a year after the grant- 
ing of the decree is proposed in a report 
which will be made to the St. Louis 
Bar Association by its committee on 
amendment of the statutes. The asso- 
clation will meet June 1 at the Univer- 
sity Club, when it will consider the re- 
port. weenie approved ot. the asso- 


ciation will be submitted to a committee 
to be appointed by the Governor for re- 
vision of the code of procedure. . 

The report will recommend that the 
law be changed so as to make the mar- 
riage of a divorced person within a year 
void, unless performed with the consent 
of the court which granted the decree. 
It is also proposed that the court shal! 
be empowered to appoint a “friend of 
the court” to inquire into the good faith 
of any divorce application, and to rep. 
resent the State at the trial, at a fee not 
to exceed $10. 

A law requiring six months residence 
in the county where a divorce is a 
is also proposed.

DR. VAN HISE TELLS 
BANKERS A RULE CF 
REASON [S NEEDED 


Educator Would. Solve Trust 
Problem With National and 
State Commissions. 


“DISSOLUTIONS HARMFUL” 


He Proposes That Trade Corpor- 
ations Be Regulated As 
Utilities Are. 


The dissolution of trusts. such as the 
Standard Oil and American Tobacco 
corporations, has been. detrimental to 
the public, instead of beneficial, Presi- 
dent Charles R. Van Hise of the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin told the Missouri- 
Bankers’ convention Tuesday. 

Prof. Van Hise declared there had been 
increases in the prices of the products 
of these corporations since they were 
dissolved under the Sherman anti-trust 
law. He also said the country would 
not benefit by the dissolution of the 
Union Pacific and Southern Pacific mer- 
ger and of the American Telephone and 
Telegraph Co., which owned and operat- 
ed the Bell telephone systems. through- 
out the country and the Western Union 
Telegraph Co. 

Proposes Trade Commissions. 

Prof. Van Hise outlined a plan for 
the solution of the trust question, under 
which co-operation to such an extent 
as would not be detrimental to the pub- 
lic welfare would be permitted. Sum- 
marizing his plan, he said: 

“There should be created interstate 
and state trade commissions which 
should have powers in regard to those 
industrial organizations. so large as to 
be affected with a public interest, and 
in regard to those which by co-opera 
tion control the market, similar to those 
which the national and state public util- 
ities commissions have in regard to the 
public utilities, 

“The Sherman act should be supple- 
mented by another act, which shall for- 
bid all combinations and contracts in 
restraint of trade which are detrimental] 
to the welfare of the people and which 
shall make the presumption that all 
such combinations and contracts are 
thus detrimental; but permit the trade 
commissions to allow such reasonable 
contracts and combinations in restraint 
of trade as are not inimical to the wel- 
fare of the people. 

“This program to create interstate and 
staté trade commissions and permit 
reasonable co-operation will result in 
the following benefits: 

‘The efficiency which goes with indus- 
trial magnitude will be securable and 
the resultant profits may ‘be fairly dis- 
tributed between the producer and the 
consumer. ,; 

‘"The farmers’ co-operative movements 
will become lawful. 

“Labor organizations may be free to 
act in all legitimate ways. 

“Hopes for Mutual Forbearance.” 

“Exploitation of the natural resources 
may be carried on in harmony with the 
principles of conservation. 

“T echo the hope expressed by Presi- 
dent Wilson that the time has now ar- 
rived when those interested in large 
business and the representatives of the 
people will consider the trust problem 
with mutual forbarance in an honest 
search for a just solution. If this be 
done ‘n a spirit of ‘sweet reasonable 
ness,’ it cannot be doubted that such 
a solution will be found. I confidently 
look forward to a new era of social re- 
sponsibility on the part of both the well- 
to-do and the poor, to a time when rea- 
son and science, rather than vested in- 
terest or passion, shall control econom- 
ir, legislation. 

President Jennings of the Bankers’ 
Association, in enforcing banking hours 
and opening each session on the minute, 
found an audience of nine bankers con- 
fronting him when he called the Tues- 
day morning session to order. The mem- 
bers streamed in rapidly, however, and

Frederick E. Farnsworth, general sec-

the State association. He reported the 
national organization had 14,300 mem- 
bers, scattered all over the country.

The statement of the Board of Freeholders. to 
the voters) of St.. Louis, in the copy of the pro 
posed charter prepared for public distribution, 
calls attention to the principal points in the in- 
strument which were in the minds of its framers 
and which differentiate ft from the present char- 
ter. : 

It is a brief but comprehensive and interesting 
presentation of the charter. 
voter should read it carefully as an introduction 
to the charter. Every voter as a matter of civic 
duty should read the charter. _He should be in 
position to cast an intelligent vote. 

The salient points upon which the Freeholders 
base their argument in favor 6f the charter are: 

1. The right of municipal ownership of public 


construction, ownership and operation ef public 
utilities are sweeping. - 

The city is without any rights or powers of 
this kind under the present charter. It is tied 
hand and foot to private ownership and opera- 
tion of all utilities, except the water works: 

2. One house of legislation nominated and 
elected at large with representation from each 
ward, 

The present double-chamber system has blocked 
progress and the election of delegates by wards 
has resulted in the choice of many unfit men for 
the Municipal Assembly. ' We would prefer a 
smaller house nominated and elected at large, 
but the proposed Board of Aldermen is superior 
to. the present assembly. r 

3. The initiative on a workable basis—5 per 
cent of the registered voters for a general elec- 
tion and 7 per cent for a special election. 

The present percentages are 15 and 25 of the 


vote cast at the preceding election. 
4, Referendum on ordinances. Four per cent 


of the registered voters can postpone the taking 
effect of an ordinance (except emergency meas- 
ures) and 5 per cent for a general and 10 for a 
special election will refer it to the people. 

5. All elective officers miay be recalled on a 
petition of 20 per cent of the registered voters 


with 20 per cent of the petitioners in at least 


two-thirds of the wards of the city. 

.6.  Efficiency:: Applicants fer appointment or 
promoters must prove their qualification by fair 
practical tests. The Mayor will be a real execu- 
tive with power to accomplish results and respon- 
sibility for results, The Mayor, Comptroller and 
President of the Board of Aldermen as a board 
of estimate and apportionment will control the 
city’s budget. To avoid delay in paying salaries 
the appropriation for that purpose may be passed 
as @ Separate measure. 

7. A Complaint Board is created to investigate 
complaints and suggestions of citizens. 

Another important provision not mentioned in 
the summary is the system of district assess- 
ments for park and parkway improvements.

Why not have them as soon as 
possible by passing the new charter?
